Preliminaries to the great drama 


of Japanese foimal surrender have 
been staged in Manila by General 
MacArthur with firm but quiet 
dignity—an attitude calculated to 
remind the Mikado's sixteen emis- 
saries that they were in the pres- 
ence of conquerors but not bullies. 


The supreme commander (who 


personally remained aloof from the 
conferences) seems to have struck 
the happy medium which will best 
serve the interests of disarming 
the Japanese nation, both physi- 
cally and mentally, and so tend to 
create a stable peace. Some folk 
aiu doing s. lot of worrying for 
fear we won't use the Jap's rough 
enough, but thus far nothing has 
happened to encourage the idea 
that we are being soft. 


MacArthur has been proceeding 


with shrewd authority. The signs 
are. that the Mikado's eir.issants 
have been deeply impressed, and 
in fact have known very well that 
they were in the presence of then- 
masters. The Japanese response to 
this treatment is said to have been 
an apparently sincere a t t i t u r e in

Japan, like Nazi Germany, cat- 
ried through within 10 years a 
complete spiritual, political, eco- 
nomic, and military mobilization 
of the nation. The mobilization 
began in 1931. when the "Man- 
churia Incident" put the nation in 
a war-like mood and the military 
in the saddle. It was fairly well 
completed just before Pearl Har- 
bor. Through it, Japan was con- 
verted from a piomrsmg democ- 
racy m*o a totalitarian military 
state whose super-structure fol- 
lowed the Na/.i blue-print, but 
•whose lourdatioo 
was 
wholly 


Japanese. 


The spiritual mobilization con- 


sisted of a ruthless puige of all 
American and European tnuugiit. 
and • return to the spirit of Old 
Japan. Liberalism and individual- 
ism, 
freedom 
and 
democracy, 


•which had given Japan the sem- 
blance of a morlorr; naUc"., v/cre 
denounced as causes of disunity 
and decay, and expunged as "dan- 
gerous thoughts." Instead, Japan 
•was subjected to a total regimen- 
tation of every phase of national 
life as rigid as that of Nazi Ger- 
many. In the spiritual field it 
•was even more successful 
be- 


cause it had an ancient religion 
-let l>u.ju upon. 
A& m vjer many, 


this new totalitanamsm. based on 
S revival of ancient ways and 
ancient superstitions, was hailed 
in Japan as the wave of the fu- 
ture and presented to the world 
as means for its salvation. 


The political mobilization con- 


sisted of the suppression of all 
political parties and thc creation 
of a one-party state functioning 
under the Fuehrer principle and 
centering 
around the 
Emperor. 


But the leadership was completely 
in the 
h-Mids of the dominant 


mi!:;ar> clique. The single party 
organization, together with the 
Diet filled by it, became merely a 
puppet of the military, like the 
Emperor. 
The State Above All 


The economic mobilization, car- 


ried through by so-calied "New 
Bureaucrats" under the aegis of 
the military, established i-omplete 
state control over industry com- 
merce, and trade, over capital and 
labor, over production and con- 
gumption. 


Finally, the military mobiliza- 


tion, the end product of all other 
measures, 
was 
completed 
in 


greatest secrecy, but with such 
efficiency that its results surprised 
the world. Part of the military 
mobilization was the "battle of 
the cradl*" — 1o increase Japan's 
birth rate in order to replace the 
losses of the war, 1o produce more 
people u> about lor more J*o4,

Yet Mr. Pegler is not merely do- 
ing this but is making macccurate 
statements to further his divisive 
purpose, such as his assertion in a 
tecent column that the unions are 
standing between 
veterans 
and 


jobs, or that the unions' power to 
exclude veterans 
fiom ]0bs 
has 


been increased greatly by the pol- 
icy of President 
Roosevelt and 


the War Labor Board. 


Far from the unions' standing 


between veterans and jobs, most 
unions have adopted the 
policy 
that any veteran who had a job 
before the war and wants to re- 
turn to it or who gets a job atter 
demobilization shall have his per- 
iod of service in the armed forces 
added to the time he was at work 
in computing his seniority rights. 


Instead of standing between vet- 


erans and jobs, 
the 
unions 
are 
working for the Full Employment 
Bill to make sure that there will 
be adequate government plans to 
increase employment and provide 
decent jobs for all if private in- 
dustry again proves unable to do 
so. it is the owners of industry 
who are opposing 
this bill, 
ap- 


parently because some of them do 
not want full employment for fear 
that that would increase the bar- 
gaining power of the workers and 
lead to higher wages. 


The War Labor Board and the 
Roosevelt 
Administration 
have 


not given the unions greater pow- 
er to exclude 
anyone 
fiom em- 


ployment. The War Labor Board's 
policy oa this issue is not to order
